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Appeals on 
superstore 
dismissed 


PLANS to build a supermarket 
on Newmarket High Street have 
been refused after an appeal. 

After a six-day public inquiry 
last month, the planning in¬ 
spector has refused to grant 
permission for a 3,716 sq m 
store on land bounded by 
Black Bear Lane, Rowley Drive 
and the High Street. 

Developers Unex submitted 
two appeals for applications to 
include a food store with new 
retail units, a cafe and restau¬ 
rant, an art gallery, petrol sta¬ 
tion and associated parking. 

But the report stated ap¬ 
peals were dismissed because 
they “harm the character and 
appearance of the conserva¬ 
tion area” and land should 
not be changed because “at 
some stage in the past” both 
had been used as a Racehorse 
Training Establishment (RTE).

The report said: “There is 
no doubting the importance 
of the horse racing industry 
to Newmarket. The propos¬ 
als would mean the loss not 
of an active RTE but of 
property with the po¬ 
tential for use as an 
RTE or another horse- 
related purpose.” 

News of the dis¬ 
missed appeal was 
welcomed by many in 
Newmarket. 

Rachel Hood, presi¬ 
dent of Racehorse Owners 
Association, said: “We are very 
pleased that the horse racing 
policies have been upheld. It 
is essential for the wellbeing 
of the town whose largest eco¬ 
nomic contributor is the horse 
racing and breeding industry. 


“We can now hope that the 
site that has been an eyesore 
for Newmarket for over 20 
years will now be restored to 
be a credit to Newmarket.” 

Sarah Beckett, a member 
of the Save Historic New¬ 
market Action Group, 
shared her views. She 
added: “My immedi¬ 
ate reaction is relief 
and delight. The 
right decision has 
been made.” 

While William 
Gittis, chairman 
of the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, was 
pleased with the decision, he 
said something must be done 
about the site. 

He said: “We are pleased 
that the inspector has chosen 
to dismiss the appeal because

Our son spent 
90 minutes in 
freezing Pacific 


THE parents of a yachtsman 
who fell overboard in the 
Pacific Ocean and was lost 
at sea for over an hour have 
told of their son’s terrifying 
experience. 

Andrew Taylor, 46, from 
Newmarket, spent 90 min¬ 
utes in the freezing ocean as 
a storm ripped through and 
his crew lost sight of him. 

The catering manager was 
2,500 miles from land when 
he went overboard, smack¬ 
ing into the boat’s rudder as 
he fell. 

For 90 nerve-wracking 
minutes, Andrew was in the 
Pacific, trying to keep his 
boat in his sights and hoping 
they were coming back to get 
him. 

His mum Eileen was cele¬ 
brating her 71st birthday the 
same day and Mr Taylor said: 
“I remember thinking no, not 
on my mum’s birthday - this 
is not a good time, I’m not go¬ 
ing to die, I’m not going to let 
that happen. I realised I was 
in a bad place. 

“It all happened so quickly. 
I didn’t know if anyone was 
looking for me or not. I didn’t 
know if they’d seen me. I 
heard nothing. 

“I just heard a noise and 
then I got wiped out by a re¬ 
ally big wave. That’s when the 
storm started. The storm was 
bad, it was horrible. 

“I tried to stay so I could 
see the boat, I kept moving 
round. 

“Then I saw the back of the 
boat again and that’s not a 
good thing. 

“I had been shivering un¬ 
controllably and it was pain- 
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ful but after the storm the 
sun came out and was on my 
face. 

“There was a period when 
I started to relax and I wasn’t 
cold any more. I laid back in 
my life jacket and got myself 
comfortable. 

“I started to think about 
what would happen if they 
didn’t find me.” 

Despite sending out a 
mayday alert when he fell in 
at 12.43am GMT, the search 
was hampered by 40 mile- 
per-hour winds and Mr Tay¬ 
lor was not pulled from the 
ocean by his shipmates until 
2.13am. 

He said: “It was at that time 
I had a few quiet moments 
and started thinking ‘God, 
maybe the boat is a long way 
away, maybe they’re not go¬ 
ing to find me now’. 

“I remember at that point 
thinking it’s my mum’s birth¬ 
day, and I hadn’t yet got 
round to sending her a mes¬ 
sage.” 

He was eventually rescued 
by his team, and was brought 
back on the boat to be treated 
for shock and hypothermia. 

Now his parents in New¬ 
market have spoken of their 
shock and relief at their son’s 
ordeal. 

His father Tony Taylor said: 
“Because of the time differ¬ 
ence, my eldest son in Aus¬ 
tralia got the news first. We 
were concerned at that time. 
On this occasion he was in 
the worst situation he could 
have been because they were 


more or less on the date line. 

“There are 5,000 miles be¬ 
tween China and San Fran¬ 
cisco and they were in the 
middle. Apart from the other 
boats in the race, the people 
closest to them at that time 
were the astronauts in the 
space station. 

“People suggested sending 
a helicopter but there is not a 
helicopter in the world who 
can fly 2,500 miles to where 
they were. It was an awful 
situation but I had every con¬ 
fidence in them.” 

Andrew had joined the 
Clipper Race after a long ca¬ 
reer in catering, starting as 
a student at the Cambridge 
Catering School. After work¬ 
ing in Newmarket at the 
Grandstand before moving 
to Silverstone for the Grand 
Prix, he spent 2012 managing 
catering at the Olympic Park. 

Tony added: “Having done 
all that, he decided he would 
have 12 months off after 
the Olympics and would do 
something he had always 
dreamed of doing. Even be¬ 
fore he went, he paid for more 
courses to make sure he was 
ready to go and bought more 
equipment than he needed. 

“But that equipment prob¬ 
ably helped to save his life.” 

Andrew was wearing a life 
jacket and a dry suit which 
will have “contributed enor¬ 
mously” to his survival, race 
director fustin Taylor said. 

Boat skipper Sean McCa¬ 
rter said: “Andrew is in good 
spirits and has been chatting 
away with his crew, and while 
clearly shocked, he is quite 
happy to be alive I think.”

Town’s roads 
are ‘crumbling’ 


POTHOLES are making 
roads dangerous and caus¬ 
ing Newmarket to have a 
“crumbling infrastructure”, 
councillors have said. 

At a meeting on Monday, 
Newmarket Town Council 
discussed an ongoing prob¬ 
lem with potholes. Council¬ 
lors feared residents may 
now just be “getting used to” 
putting up with them.

are used to it.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “When 
it comes to potholes, a 
consistent approach is taken 
across the whole county. No 
one area is more important 
than another, if the defect 
is posing a significant safety 
issue to the public this will 
be dealt with as a matter of 
priority. 

“We encourage all who 
come across a defect in the 
road to report it immediately 
via our online reporting sys¬ 
tem or over the phone.”

Stop betting shop 
spread - council

A COUNCIL in Newmarket has 
joined a nationwide campaign to 
demand the Government changes 
planning laws to stop the spread of 
betting shops. 

Betting shops can currently trade 
in any A2 marked shop, in the same 
category as banks and estate agents, 
meaning they do not need planning 
permission. 

Forest Heath District Council is 
joining 62 other authorities in getting 
betting shops put in their own 
planning class so their applications 
can be refused by the council. 

The law currently states that 
councils must “aim to permit” new 
betting shops. 

Fixed odds betting terminals, 
dubbed the “crack cocaine of gam¬ 
bling”, are said to be a big part of the 
gambling problem. 

In Forest Heath last year, 
£13,117,629 was put into fixed odds 
terminals, leading to a collective 
loss of £2,492,350, or £1,259 for each 
gambler. 

Councillor Nigel Roman, cabinet 
member for licensing, said: “As the 
home of horse racing, we have along 
connection with gambling in our 
district. 

“But in recent times, Forest Heath’s 
licensing committee has become 
increasingly mindful of the problems 
caused by the rapid increase in the 
number of profitable fixed odds 
betting terminals. 

“We use powers under the 
Gambling Act 2005 to grant premises 
licences, but since being enacted, 
technology has changed rapidly. We

would welcome any opportunity to 
review both our local policies and 
how the legislation is performing.” 

While these fixed odds terminals 
are limited to four per shop, the 
Campaign for Fairer Gambling group 
say this doesn’t matter because “clus¬ 
ters” of betting shops are appearing 
on high streets around the country. 

If the campaign is successful, bet¬ 
ting shops would be put in their own 
class which means councils would 
be able to refuse planning applica¬ 
tions from bookmakers. 

Newmarket Town Council also got 
behind the campaign at a meeting 
on Monday, where they decided to 
write to MP Matthew Hancock and 
the Secretary of State to urge them to 
agree to the proposals. 

But Racing Welfare, who provide 


a number of addiction services for 
people who work or have worked in 
the racing industry, said this would 
not stop the betting problem. 

A spokesperson for the organisa¬ 
tion said: “Whatever access exists 
to opportunities for gambling, there 
will always be people who cannot 
control the amount they spend on 
betting. 

“It is important for them, and their 
families and friends, to know that 
excellent professional and self-help 
sources are available for advice and 
assistance. We always encourage 
people concerned about any form of 
addiction to seek help.” 

Matt Zarb-Cousin, from the Cam¬ 
paign for Fairer Gambling organisa¬ 
tion, agreed. 

He said: “While putting betting 
shops in their own use class is a wel¬ 
come step in the right direction, at 
best it will stem the problem of fixed 
odds betting terminals rather than 
solve it.To be fully effective, plan¬ 
ning reforms should also include a 
demand test. 

“Councils should not have to aim 
to permit new betting shops either, 
and they should not be subjected to 
legal challenges when they object.” 

Currently, it is possible to stake up 
to £100 every 20 seconds on fixed 
odds terminals. Mr Zarb-Cousin 
added that reducing this may help to 
stop the prolific betting shops. 

He added: “Alongside planning 
reforms, the government should 
consider reducing the maximum 
stake on fixed odds betting terminals 
to £2 per spin. 

“This would stop bookmakers 
opening multiple outlets on the high 
street.”

Marketing Board with no little amazement. What 
a farrago of drivel! What utter tripe! Racehorse 
Welfare? They haven't a clue! 

The UK sells between 6 and 10,000 horses 
a year 'for human consumption', largely 
overseas, of which 6,000 are ex-race horses. 

SIX THOUSAND! Most end up being shot and 
butchered at two slaughterhouses in Cheshire 
and Somerset. 'For human consumption,' is 
an interesting phrase in that within the UK 
all canned pet foods must be, 'fit for human 
consumption', wherever actually processed - a 
useful obfuscation for some, no doubt? Other 
'raw' horseflesh apparently goes to feed the 
hounds at various hunting establishments. 

Most racehorses are really just another, 
instantly disposable, financial commodity. 

One or two 'stars' may be treated differently, 
but 95% will end up in a bowl for another 
mammal to chew on. Perhaps if the local equine 
establishments were to re-brand themselves as 
'meat farms' - and there would be no shame 
in that - and openly join the NFU as 'meat 
producers', they may even turn in a genuine 
profit, which may be a new experience for 
some of them? As recent events have shown, 
the British public has no qualms at all about 
eating guaranteed, traceable, horse meat and it is 
clearly a home market waiting to be developed. 

Obviously the physical health of such beasts 
needs to be guaranteed. A local farrier once told 
me how some Newmarket racehorses are so 
in-bred that they suffer from skeletal deformities, 
such as crumbling hooves. The farrier went on 
to say how they had been instructed to glue the 
hooves back together to get the poor animal 
through 'one last race.' Other horses' hooves 
are in such a poor state that shoes need to be 
glued to them - nails no longer having any 
purchase. Most worrying of all, perhaps, are tales 
of racehorses 'going mad' and killing themselves. 
All these symptoms are clear indicators of genetic 
in-breeding - as was so often seen and excused 
in the peculiar world of 'pedigree' show dogs, for 
example. 'Pedigree' is another of those misused 
words. As in horse racing, 'pedigree' here means 
'deformed' or 'mutant'. 

Horse racing does not have the welfare of its 
horses at heart. It has always put pandering to 
the vanity and onanistic pleasure of owners very 
much first. Anybody who truly loves horses has

nothing whatsoever to do with racing. 

In a tiny world so ostensibly obsessed with 
class and breeding, it is funny how few of the 
people concerned with it actually have any 
themselves! A chav in a tweed jacket is still a 
chav. 

Newmarket should no longer tolerate this 
obscene pantomime. The horse farming set-up 
has long been a malignant, cancerous growth 
on the body of the town, sucking the life out of 
it, whilst giving little back except very low-level 
employment to an increasingly imported and 
foreign-funded, transitory, low-grade workforce. 

Now that this really rather weird little world is 
in serious financial turmoil, ('Beneath the surface, 
however, UK racing looks anything but polished', 
Financial Times, 3-6-2011), certain treacherous 
individuals appear to be hell-bent on bringing the 
rest of the town down with it. 

For any healthy body to survive and thrive, 
all cancers must be cut out and destroyed.The 
'body' of Newmarket is long overdue this life¬ 
saving operation!

210 new school 
places planned

A TOTAL of 210 new school places are set to 
be provided at a Newmarket primary school. 

Houldsworth Valley Primary School, on 
Rowley Drive, will expand this September 
to provide an additional 105 places for local 
children, it was revealed at a development 
and planning council meeting on Monday. 

The school will then double again, provid¬ 
ing another 105 spaces at a later date. 

The news was much welcomed by coun¬ 
cillors at a time where a shortage of school 
places was expected to be an issue. 

Concerns were raised in the last year about 
school shortages, with the county council 
earmarking £4 million in September to ex¬ 


pand primary schools in West Suffolk. 

At Monday’s meeting, Cllr fohn Berry said: 
“It is good that Suffolk County Council are 
being proactive in their stance on this.” 

Houldsworth Valley had previously en¬ 
tered a planning application for two single 
storey buildings which would provide four 
class bases for the school. 

According to Ofsted data, Houldsworth 
Valley had 171 pupils enrolled in 2013. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk County Council 
said: “To prepare for any significant demand 
for additional primary school places, we are 
currently working with a number of schools 
to provide additional places in the areas of 
growth across the county.” 

Houldsworth Valley were not available to 
comment at the time the News went to press.

Policies for Heritage and 


Horse Racing.” 

A Unex spokesperson said: 
“Following the appeal regard¬ 
ing the refusal for the redevel¬ 
opment of the Queensbury 
Lodge site at Newmarket, 
Unex accepts the inspector’s 
decision although it was fine¬ 
ly balanced. We consider the 
inspector to be one of the fin¬ 
est. His reasonings were well 
structured and he has given 
guidance regarding the pos¬ 
sible future of the site. 

“Unex are not too con¬ 
cerned, the overall scheme 
financially was marginal. All 
back to square one.”

A TEENAGER has re¬ 
vealed how she overcame 
a serious illness to get her 
first novel published.

Ecstasy and 
cocaine found 


A MAN who ignored a police 
order to stop misbehaving in 
Newmarket was found to be 
in possession of illegal drugs, 
a court has heard.

Mr Crimp said Luckings, of 
Oriel Walk, Newmarket, was 
also found to have £339 in 
cash which officers seized. 

Luckings had pleaded 
guilty four offences of pos¬ 
sessing cocaine, Ecstasy, a 
drug known as BZP and an¬ 
other called CPP, all with in¬ 
tent to supply. 

Defending, Charles Kel- 
lett said: “Mr Luckings has 
learned some important les¬ 
sons since his arrest.” 

Before his arrest Luckings 
had ignored advice from his 
family and acted like a “slack¬ 
er”, said Mr Kellett. Since be¬ 


ing charged Luckings’ father 
had noticed a change for the 
better in his son. 

Luckings had attended a 
local gym where the owner, 
a friend, had paid for him 
to obtain a qualification for 
what was hoped would be¬ 
come a career in fitness. 

Mr Kellett said: “He has at 
last begun to appreciate how 
sadly he has let himself and 
his family down. He is now in 
the last chance saloon.” 

Judge John Holt told Luck¬ 
ings that he would adjourn 
sentencing for two weeks for 
an assessment to see if he 
was suitable for a drug reha¬ 
bilitation order. 

Judge Holt granted a pros¬ 
ecution request for Luckings 
to forfeit the £339 cash which 
was seized by police upon his 
arrest.

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Jockey Ross prepares to 
race... without a horse! 


NATALIE ROBINSON catches up with 
some local runners taking part in this 
weekend's London Marathon. 



AN amateur jockey is taking on 
a race of a different kind this 
weekend - as he runs the London 
Marathon in full riding gear. 

Ross Birkett, 23, from New¬ 
market, will be taking on the 26- 
mile route complete with helmet, 
whip and goggles to set the Guin¬ 
ness World Record for the fastest 
marathon dressed as a jockey. 

The record has not been at¬ 
tempted before so Ross will be 
setting the bar on Sunday. 

He said: “I don’t know how I 
thought of this idea but I thought 
it would be a good one. 

“I thought I’d just put on the 
jodhpurs and the silks and do it 
that way. Then they said I’d have 
to run it in a helmet, googles and 
whip as well. 

“At the moment I’m hoping it 
will be about minus five on the 
day because I haven’t trained in 
any of my gear. I’m going for the 
element of surprise in the hope 
that will spur me on when I take 


on the day.” 

When racing on horses, ama¬ 
teur jockey Ross has 14 career 
wins under his belt and is aiming 
to beat a limit of four hours on 
Sunday. 

He added: “Running the Lon¬ 
don marathon is a once in a life¬ 
time thing and luckily enough I 
managed to get the place through 
the Newmarket Triathlon Club. 

“I have done two marathons 
already and I did the Dubai mara¬ 
thon in January which got my 
training under way.” 

But the training has not been 
without its hiccups this year. 

Ross said: “I had a horse fall 
and broke my foot last month so 
that set me back a bit but all roads 
lead to London. I’m very excited 
for the day.” 

A total of 11 runners from 
the Newmarket Joggers will be 
pounding the London pave¬ 
ments on Sunday. These include 
19-year-old Ben Jay, the youngest 


member of the group, who will be 
doing his first marathon. 

After scoring a personal best at 
the Cambridge Half Marathon, 
Ben hopes his day in London will 
follow in those footsteps. 

He said: “I have been training 
in general for about two years 
now and this year I felt like I was 
ready for a marathon. It was a big 
step but training is going well. 

“In the Cambridge Half I did 1 
hour 25 which was good because 
last year I did 1 hour 30. 

“I want to do the London Mara¬ 
thon in about 3 hours 5 which 
would be fast enough to get an 
elite place next year but we’ll see 


how it goes on the day!” 

Martin Taylor has also been re¬ 
cording personal bests this year 
and is hoping this could be his 
first marathon under three hours. 

He said: “I’m running the mar¬ 
athon for the personal challenge 
really. 

“I am really aiming for under 
three hours this year. After beat¬ 
ing my personal best at the Cam¬ 
bridge Half by two minutes which 
I was really happy with I’m hop¬ 
ing I can do it. 

“Personal desire gets me 
through the run and keeps me 
spurred on to get under the three 
hours mark.”

Grand opening 
planned for 
Stevens’ Mill

BURWELL’S grade II listed mill is 
finally set for reopening this week¬ 
end after a year-long restoration 
project. 

Stevens’ Mill was closed last year 
to undergo a £420,000 Fresh Wind 
in Our Sails project, restoring the 
four-storey tower mill to working 
order. 

During that time, the mill has 
seen its aluminium roof restored 
and returned to its home using a 
crane. 

More recently, the mill’s ‘crown¬ 
ing glory’ of its seven-tonne sails 
were replaced, meaning they could 
spin at full power for the first time 
in 40 years. 

Jane Phillimore, project man¬ 
ager, said: “It’s going really well. We 
have got most of the work done. 
There’s still a little bit of work left to 
do on the cap. 

“Everything is looking beautiful 
and we are very excited.” 

The project to restore the mill 
was funded by the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund and hopes to be able to 
restore the machinery to full work¬ 
ing order. 

Alongside the lengthy restora¬ 
tion, the museum hopes to be 
able to integrate the windmill into 
new displays and create new pro¬ 
grammes to appeal to children and 
families. 

Jane added: “It is a big part of the 
museum as the first thing that peo¬ 
ple see when they come in. 

“We will be holding tours of it 
with volunteers leading the way. 



We will have interactive screens 
and short films. There will be lots 
of things to do and look at.” 

A grand reopening is set to be 
held at the mill on Sunday. A cer¬ 
emonial ribbon will be cut across 
the windmill’s door before it opens 
for tours. 

Visitors will be able to be the 
first to see the working forge and a 
bread-making demonstation using 
hour made by the mill. 


Goodies and trinkets will also be 
buried on site as a time capsule full 
of things chosen by children living 
in Burwell will be placed at Ste¬ 
vens’ Mill. 

Jane said: “We are all very ex¬ 
cited. So many local people and 
villages have got behind us during 
the project. It’s a big event and it’s 
going to be a great day.” 

The fun begins at noon at Bur¬ 
well Museum.

Helen added: "Having 
the operation would just 
change his whole life. 

"It would make such 
a huge difference to him 
to be able and for him to 
have hearing is everything 
really. 

"We want to say a big 
thank you to everyone 
that has helped us so far. 

"The support has 
just been completely 
overwhelming." 

Gardens in Burwell will 
be open for business at 
the end of the month to 
raise money for Danny.

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It’s time to lose the label 



C LUTCHING a stuffed kanga¬ 
roo and beaming up at our 
photographer, Mara Clark 
is perfect model material. 
Blonde, scrumptious and brimming 
with personality, she’s completely 
unfazed as he snaps away. “She’s a 
little poser,” laughs her mum, Mi¬ 
chelle. 

Mara, who turns 2 in June, is used 
to having her photograph taken 
- and seen. In fact her picture has 
been viewed all over the world, 
thanks to Michelle’s hugely popular 
Facebook campaign. 

Called Lose the Label, it’s an on¬ 
line page filled with wonderfully 
engaging images of people with 
Down’s syndrome, all going about 
their daily life - drawing, swim¬ 
ming, bouncing on a trampoline. 
Each picture states their name, and 
the same simple message; at the top 
of the page is Mara herself, along¬ 
side the words: I am Mara. I have 
Down syndrome. I am not Down 
syndrome. I am Mara. 

The idea came to Michelle after 
mou th s of everyone from health pro¬ 
fessionals to people in the street re¬ 


Tired of hearing her daughter Mara referred 
to as ‘a Down’s baby’, Michelle Clark is 
on a mission to change the language we 
use to describe people with Down’s 
syndrome - and her campaign, Lose the 
Label, is taking the world by storm.

ferring to her daughter as ‘a Down’s 
baby’. “So with the ‘I am’ campaign, 
I wanted to say This is my face: 
yes, I have Down’s syndrome, I can’t 
hide. But it doesn’t define me, it’s 
not who I am,” says Michelle. “It 
means ‘I’m a person’.” 

Originally from Australia, Mi¬ 
chelle, who’s 44, came to England in 
her early 20s with her first husband; 
the marriage broke down just before 
she turned 40, and she threw herself 
into her work at a Cambridge tech 
company. 


I AM MARA. 


It was here she met Ben; the cou¬ 
ple, who live in Wilburton, celebrat¬ 
ed their first wedding anniversary 
last weekend. “I was part of the team 
that hired him,” she grins. “I wasn’t 
looking for a relationship, but we hit 
it off and went from there. 

“We decided that we wanted to try 
for children, but I didn’t think that 
we would be able to get pregnant; 
years and years ago, I tried for eight 
years, but it wasn’t meant to be.” 

This time it clearly was meant to 
be. The couple were delighted when 
Michelle discovered she was ex¬ 
pecting but, because of her age, they 
knew there was a higher chance of 
complications. “It was something 
that we discussed before we even 
tried to get pregnant. But it wasn’t 
an issue for us. We both wanted to 
go ahead.” 

That’s why, when routine blood 
tests indicated that their unborn 
child could have an abnormality, 
Michelle took it all in her stride. 

“My bloods came back as a 1 in 
200 chance of Down’s syndrome, 
which isn’t high, but we had 1 in 
75 chance of Edwards syndrome, 
which is pretty much terminal; 
most children don’t survive for more 
than two weeks if they get through 
the pregnancy.” 

Michelle was offered amniocente¬ 
sis - an invasive test that can con¬ 
firm abnormalities - but because it

carries a risk of miscarriage, 
she declined. “I said no, I 
want to see the pregnancy 
through to its natural conclu¬ 
sion. No way am I going to 
risk a miscarriage.” 

Mara’s entry into the world 
was rather dramatic; she was 
born by caesarean when a 
scan showed that Michelle’s 
blood wasn’t flowing prop¬ 
erly into the placenta. Seven 
weeks early, she weighed just 
3lb 3oz. 

“I didn’t get to hold her, but 
they brought her to me so I 
could give her a kiss,” recalls 
Michelle. “Everything was so 
surreal because I didn’t think 
that I would ever be able to 
get pregnant, and it was a case 
of This is my life now, and it’s 
wonderful’. Tears were just 
streaming out of my eyes be¬ 
cause I had this beautiful little 
girl.” 

The following day, doc¬ 
tors told the couple that they 
suspected Mara might have 
Down’s syndrome; she had 
certain tell-tale characteristics 
- flatter facial features and a 
larger ‘sandal gap’ between 
her big and second toes: “But 
it didn’t faze us at all,” says 
Michelle. “The only concerns 
we had were about her health. 
She was so premature, and we 
were worried because she was 
so tiny. Having Down’s syn¬ 
drome? It was like ‘OK, fine, 
thank you, let’s move on’.” 

The diagnosis was con¬ 
firmed two days later, “and I 
cried, but I didn’t cry for the 
reasons that most people do: 
most people go into shock, 
but I had no concerns about 
the Down’s syndrome. I cried 
because the only thought in 
my head was: ‘What is society 
going to do to her to shape the 
way she feels about herself? It 
was my biggest fear.” 

A genetic condition which 
causes learning difficulties 
and health issues, around 750 
babies are born with Down’s 
syndrome each year in the 
UK. 

Mara had two holes in her 
heart, both of which have re¬ 
paired themselves, and her 
development has been slow¬ 
er: “It’s more noticeable now, 
because she’s not walking,” 
says Michelle. 

Does it bother her? “No, not 
at all actually,” she shrugs. 
“It’s more people’s language 
that bothers me. It doesn’t of¬ 
fend me,” she stresses, “but it 
makes you fully aware of the 
way that people with Down’s 
syndrome are perceived. 
They’re not perceived as ‘nor¬ 
mal’, but they are! Mara has 
the ability to learn everything 
the next person does, it may 
just take her a little longer.” 

The problem, she says, is 
that our knowledge - and 
language - is inherited from 
a time when very little was 
known about people with the 
condition.” 

Do people ever stare? Mi¬ 


chelle smiles. “I’ll give you 
an example - a day I felt we 
didn’t fit in the world at all. 

“It was the day we were 
going to buy her first pair of 
shoes. We had an orthotics ap¬ 
pointment for her ankles, and 
the orthotics guy called her ‘a 
Down’s child’. So that was the 
first thing. Then we were in 
John Lewis, and a lady came 
up to us; she was being so 
nice, and chatting with Mara, 
but then she turned to me and 
said ‘Oh, she hasn’t got it bad, 
has she?’ 

“For some reason people 
seem to think there’s a se¬ 
verity level, but with Down’s 
syndrome you either have it 
or you don’t. I told her ‘Yes, 
she has Down’s syndrome; 
yes, she’s very pretty’. It did 
offend me, I suppose, but I 
was trying not to let her know 
- but she physically ran away 
from us. She really tried, and 
I really do appreciate that, but 
then it all went wrong. 

‘After that there were two 
women - one my age, and 
one that would’ve been her 
mother - walking around. 
The one my age looked at 
Mara in the pram, gave her 
this disgusted look, and then 
she turned to me and gave 
me the same disgusted look. 
Then she stopped her mother, 
pointed at Mara and Mara got 
the same disgusted look from 
that woman. 

“I felt so deflat¬ 
ed. They’re the 
sorts of people 
I don’t want to 
affect Mara. 

I don’t want 
her ever, ever 
to have to deal 
with that sort of 
thing. 

“I’m her mother, 
so I’ll always see beauty 
in her and I’ll always be bi¬ 
ased, but what do people see 
when they see a child with 
Down’s syndrome? Are their 
features so disgusting that 
they react this way? 

“I was really upset. It was 
like what am I going to do? 
How can I protect her from 
society? I just can’t. And it all 
came flooding back, that this 
is my life struggle. I can’t pro¬ 
tect her, but what I can do is 
try to educate society.” 

Michelle set up the Face- 
book page last October: “I had 
the ‘I am’ campaign message 


in my head for some time. 
It was simple but it seemed 
quite powerful. 

“There are so many bat¬ 
tles you can fight, but I chose 
language because I think that 
while people still define oth¬ 
ers by their diagnosis, there 
will never, ever be full inclu¬ 
sion.” 

The response has been in¬ 
credible. In just six months, 
the page has achieved more 
than 4,750 ‘likes’, and people 
worldwide have been send¬ 
ing in their photographs. “It’s 
gone quite viral, to be honest; 
obviously it’s an issue around 
the world,” says Michelle. 

“I get floods of messages: 
thank-yous, stories about 
what they’ve had to face that 
day, or reactions to their chil¬ 
dren. They’re so sick of peo¬ 
ple calling them ‘a Down’s 
child’ and they’re right to be! 

“But how do you tell some¬ 
body ‘please don’t say it that 
way, say it this way’, without 
them getting on the defen¬ 
sive? I think that Lose the 
Label has found a way to do 
that.” 

Michelle invites people to 
submit shots of their friends 
and family in everyday situ¬ 
ations, then adds the words 
and Lose the Label logo. She 
chose ‘Down syndrome’ rath¬ 
er than ‘Down’s syndrome’ 
because that’s how it’s re¬ 
ferred to in Australia and 
the USA: “I always 
thought that it would 
go global, so what’s 
an ‘apostrophe 
among friends?” 
she smiles. 

And what are 
her hopes for Mara? 
“I guess I want what 
every parent wants - 
for her to live a happy 
and independent life where 
she can be safe, accomplish 
what she wants to, be a good 
person and be herself. 

“But no matter how great 
our efforts to prepare her for 
the world, no matter how 
much we tell her we’re in¬ 
credibly fortunate to have 
such a cheeky, strong-willed 
and delightful little girl, it’s 
society that will influence the 
way Mara feels about herself, 
and this is why Lose the Label 
exists. It’s here for everyone to 
see each person with Down’s 
syndrome as the unique indi¬ 
vidual they are.” 
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Police in mental 
health initiative

POLICE in Suffolk are launching a 
new initiative to help people who 
are involved in the police at a time 
of a mental health crisis. 

After trials in Leicestershire, 
Cleveland and the West Midlands, 
Suffolk Police will send a police 
officer and a mental health prac- 
ticioner to incidents where people 
are experiencing mental health 
difficulties. 

The initiative is aimed at im¬ 
proving joint response times and 
cutting the number of people who 
are detained under the Mental 
Health Act. 

Previously, people would have 
been taken to a place of safety, 
which may have been a police cell. 
Now the practicioner can assess 
their health records and provide 
an assessment to take into ac¬ 
count their mental health needs.

Assistant chief constable Da¬ 
vid Skevington said: “A significant 
number of the incidents we deal 
with involve people with mental 
health issues. 

“By working with our partners 
we can further improve the way we 
are dealing with vulnerable people 
so that they get the help and sup¬ 
port that is best for them. This 
joint working will help identify 
the best option more quickly and 
whilst the police officer and prac¬ 
titioner are dealing with the call. 

“Not only will this reduce de¬ 
mand on the officer’s time but im¬ 
portantly is the right thing to do 
for the person concerned.” 

During a year-long trial, a triage 
car will be available seven days a 


week to provide advice and assis¬ 
tance around Suffolk. 

The initiative comes after a po¬ 
licing objective for Suffolk in the 
Police Crime Commissioner’s Po¬ 
lice and Crime plan to “protect 
vulnerable people”. 

PCC Tim Passmore said: “Pro¬ 
tecting vulnerable people is a 
crucial element of my police and 
crime plan. It is really important 
that we ensure vulnerable people 
in our society are receiving the 
support that meets their specific 
needs and I am sure this joint pro¬ 
ject will develop this. 

“Our police officers come into 
contact with people suffering from 
mental ill health on a daily basis 
and it is vitally important that we 
work more effectively together to 
protect the most vulnerable in our 
society.”

CALVARY (15, IOI mins) 

THE luck of the Irish runs out 
for one unsuspecting priest 
in John Michael McDonagh's 
wicked black comedy that 
contrives a murder mystery 
before the heinous crime has 
been committed. 

In a riveting opening 
sequence worthy of Alfred 
Hitchcock, Father James 
Lavelle (Brendan Gleeson) 
tends to his flock in a close-knit 
Sligo community riddled with 
dark secrets. 

Sitting quietly in the 
confession booth, the holy man 
is stunned when an anonymous 
male parishioner confides, "I 
was raped by a priest when 
I was seven years old, every 
other day for five years." 

Father James listens intently 
as the man calmly reveals that 
his abuser was never punished 
and he intends to exact 
revenge by spilling more blood. 

"There's no point in killing 
a bad priest," the confessor 
continues. "I'm going to kill 
you because you're innocent." 

Thus, Father James is 
instructed to put his affairs 
in order before his date with 
destiny on the local beach. 

"Killing a priest on a Sunday 
- that'll be a good one," 
concludes the parishioner 
before he leaves the booth. 


With the clock ticking, 
the holy man searches for 
glimmers of hope in the eyes of 
his wayward flock including the 
scheming laird (Dylan Moran), 
the butcher (Chris O'Dowd) 
whose adulterous wife (Orla 
O'Rourke) is engaged in a 
violent tryst with a garage 
mechanic (Isaach De Bankole) 
and his own daughter (Kelly 
Reilly). 

Everyone has something 
to hide, it seems, and 
McDonagh's richly detailed 
script suggests that any of 
the men in town, including 
the doctor (Aiden Gillen) and 
an ailing American writer 
(M Emmet Walsh), might be 
Father James's intended killer. 

Indeed, the only suspects 
the weather-beaten priest is 
willing to discount are militant 
Islamists. 

"I don't think Sligo is high 
on the Al-Qaeda agenda," he 
quips to one of the locals. 

Sunday draws closer, forcing 


Father James to consider 
all of the wrongs he has 
committed and their potential 
repercussions. 

Building on incendiary 
themes in his 2011 directorial 
debut The Guard, McDonagh 
delivers an accomplished 
portrait of an insular world 
marinading in depravity and 
regret. 

He populates the wind¬ 
swept locations with a 
memorable band of misfits and 
degenerates. 

Gleeson delivers a towering 
performance as a vessel 
of God, who may pay the 
ultimate price for another 
man's sins. 

The tension cranks up, 
reaching a crescendo as Father 
James takes the lonely walk 
down to the beach to discover 
his destiny. We silently 
plead him to stop, to turn 
around and flee to safety, but 
McDonagh has never offered 
his characters an easy way out.

Get kids into 
the garden 



IF the weather is fine this Easter, (and it’s 
beginning to look like it might be), many parents 
will be wanting to sort out their gardens - and 
hopefully encouraging their children to give them 
a hand along the way. 

Certainly, with National Gardening Week (April 
14-20) on its way too - a 
scheme launched three years 
ago by the RHS to celebrate 
gardening with nationwide 
events - there really is no 
excuse not to get your little 
ones outdoors. 

Andrea Fowler, horticultural 
educator at RHS Garden 
Wisley, points out that 
attracting wildlife, seed-sowing 
and vegetable-growing are all 
sources of inspiration to young 
gardeners. 

"Spring is definitely here so 
we can be seed-sowing and planting in earnest. 

If you just want to get the children outside do 
an Easter egg hunt in the garden - there are also 
Easter holiday activities at all four RHS gardens 
over the holidays. 

"If you're sowing seeds with children, sow 
something that's going to spark their imagination. 
Plant flower seeds which children will be excited 


about, like calendula - there's a calendula called 
'Porcupine' which is an extra spiky pot marigold. 
There's also cornflower 'Blue Boy' and sunflowers, 
which everyone loves. 

"Nasturtiums are fantastic and make great 
container plants so you don't need to have a huge 
garden, you can just grow them 
in a window box. Herbs are also 
great. 

"If you're growing veg with 
children, have a go with 'Pink 
Fir Apple' potatoes (a maincrop 
variety with knobbly pink 
skinned tubers of butter yellow, 
waxy flesh) or purple potatoes, 
purple beans and yellow 
tomatoes, which will get them 
interested." 

Attracting wildlife into the 
garden will also engage the 
children, so help them build 
a mini-beast hotel (although autumn can be a 
better time to do this when wildlife is looking to 
hibernate). 

A simple bug hotel can be made from a 
collection of hollow stems packed into a plastic 
bottle with the end cut off. Several hotels could 
be placed in different positions such as on the 
ground among vegetation, fixed on top of a post, 



next to a wall, half way up a hedge, in a tree, 
under a bird table. Grander bug hotels can be 
made by piling up a variety of materials into a 
tower, or making a wooden frame with a series of 
compartments and packing these with different 
fillings. 

Remember rotting wood is both a home and 
source of food for various beetle grubs and a vast 
army of other mini-beasts, which in turn make 
a tasty snack for birds, hedgehogs and frogs, so 
leave an area of the garden wild and build a log 
pile with the children. 

"Children also love worms. If you are working in 


the garden let them dig with a trowel and they'll 
love it. But don't let them chop the worms in 
half." 

You could also help your children make a bird 
cake, using fat, good quality wild birdseed, raisins, 
peanuts and grated cheese. Just leave the fat in 
a warm place to soften, put the other ingredients 
into a bowl, chop the fat into small pieces and add 
to the mixture, mixing it together using fingers or a 
spoon. Put the mixture into a yoghurt pot to hang 
from your bird table or roll into balls to place on it. 

"We need to get the next generation inspired by 
gardening," Fowler says.

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N EWMARKET Racecourses is poised to 
open its gates for the first time in 2014 
as the Flat racing season on turf gets 
under way. 

We are already eagerly anticipating the 
start of the Flat racing season on the Rowley 
Mile, with the curtain raiser being the Craven 
Meeting on April 16 and 17, and the QIPCO 
Guineas Festival over the first weekend of 
May 

The Classics look wider open than they 
have been for many a year and there is 
plenty of Newmarket interest from local 
yards. We are delighted too that the QIPCO 
Guineas Festival once more marks the start 
of the QIPCO British Champions Series. 

The QIPCO 2000 Guineas, first held in 
1809, is one of the most important horse 
races in the world. Who will emerge as this 
year’s champion on May 3 and follow in 
the hoof prints of greats such as Frankel, 
Nashwan and Nijinsky? 

Top colts Kingman and Australia are on 
schedule for the race, and, of course, there 
are more than a few others who will fancy 
their chances of emerging triumphant from 
the year’s first Classic. 

The highlight on the fuly Course is the fitly 
Festival, which is climaxed by the Group 1 
Darley fuly Cup. 

We also have a fantastic schedule of 
racing and musical entertainment on the 
fuly Course, with nine dates where top 
name bands and artists perform after the 
races have been run. 

There are seven legendary Adnams 
Newmarket Nights and either side of 
those are two ‘Summer Saturdays 
Live’. The two Saturday concerts 
are on May 31 with fames Arthur 
and on August 23 with Peter 
Andre, while the seven Adnams 
Newmarket Nights, all of which 
are on Fridays, begin on fiine 20 
with Here And Now, featuring 
T’Pau, Bananarama, The Real 
Thing, Curiosity Killed the Cat and 
Kid Creole and The Coconuts.

by The Beach Boys on fuly 18; Tom fones on 
August 1; Dizzee Rascal, below, on August 8; 
and Wet Wet Wet on August 15. The artist for 
fuly 25 is still to be announced. 

On to the autumn and back on the Rowley 
Mile we have the excitement of the 175th 
anniversary of the Autumn Double’ - the 
Cambridgeshire and the Cesarewitch - plus a 
fixture with more than £lmillion in prize- 
money- Dubai Future Champions Day on 
October 17. This is also the first year that 
Dubai Future Champions Friday will form 
part of the exciting ‘Weekend of Champions’ 
initiative, with QIPCO British Champions 
Day set to follow on October 18. 

Tickets start from just £10 on each day 
of the QIPCO Guineas Festival and can be 
purchased online at newmarketracecourses. 
co.uk or by calling 0844 579 3010. 

Advance tickets for each day are priced 
at £36 for the Premier Enclosure, £20.70 for 
the Grandstand and Paddock, and £10 for 
the Family Enclosure. Further reductions are 
available for groups of 10 or more adults in 
Premier and Grandstand and Paddock. 

On-the-day admission is £40 for the 
Premier Enclosure, £23 for the Grandstand 
and Paddock, and £10 for the Family 
Enclosure.

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O UT of the darkness you need 
a ray of light that hints at a 
bright future. You could get a 
far worse place than Los Angeles to 
find the bridge between the past and 
the present, which is what Outstrip 
provided for Godolphin last autumn. 

The two-year-old son of Exceed 
And Excel’s win in the Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Turf at Santa Anita meant 
that the famous racing organisation 
could end what was undoubtedly 
an annus horribilis in 2013 with 
optimism for 2014. 

It also signalled a good end to a 
bad year for beleaguered Moulton 
Paddocks, which was engulfed by 
the drugs controversy surrounding 
disgraced trainer Mahmood A1 
Zarooni. 

And Outstrip’s win marked the 
arrival in the Grade One-winning 
ranks of trainer Charlie Appleby, 
who had been handed the task of 
resurrecting the reputation of the 
stable last July. 

The 38-year-old handler has been 
based in Newmarket for 20 years, 
and has a long association with 
Godolphin, having previously worked 
first with David Loder - including in 
Evry, France as second travelling head 
lad - and then Saeed Bin Suroor, as 
assistant head lad and yard manager. 

“I’ve been with Godolphin for 15 
years, so I’m used to dealing with 
the large number of horses and the 
calibre of horse - it’s not completely 
alien to me,” said Appleby, who 
was latterly assistant at Moulton 
Paddocks. 

“I gained valuable experience with 
Saeed, dealing with large numbers 
of horses and travelling around the 
world with the horses to France, 
America and Dubai. 

“People have asked me, ‘is there 
a lot of pressure in the job?’. I have 
been with the team a long time so it’s 
not like I’m a new lad coming into a 
large operation. 

“I have grown with 
the team and been with 
Godolphin going into 
my 16th year, so I’m well 
acquainted with how the 
operation works and what 
we’re aiming for. 

“I was acquainted 
with the horses that 
were running last year 
beforehand so I wasn’t 
picking up a bunch of 
horses that I didn’t really 
know. But this year, going 
into the season, we’ve got 
a nice crop of three-year- 
olds and a new bunch of 
two-year-olds which are 
always exciting because 
you don’t know, but 
hopefully there is a champion in 
amongst them.” 

So having learned the ropes under 
Bin Suroor, Appleby is now a rival to 
his former mentor. 

“At the end of the day, what we aim 
to achieve is that Godolphin end up 
with the winner,” said Appleby. “If 
Saeed wins, I’m the first person to go 
and congratulate him and likewise if 
I have a winner, he is the same, he’s 
straight over to congratulate us. 
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For Godolphin, 2013 was an 
annus horribilis ... and a bit more. 
Battered and bruised by the drugs 
controversy surrounding 
Mahmood Al Zarooni, the Moulton 
Paddocks operation was under 
the blackest of clouds ... but out 
of the shadows stepped 
Charlie Appleby and, 
lifted by Outstrips Breeders' Cup 
success, the skies are Blue again 



“When I was in America (with 
Outstrip), he rang up straight away. 

He was in Australia at the time (for 
the Melbourne Cup) but he rang to 
congratulate us.” 

That night in Los Angeles is clearly 
special to Appleby, who described

it as “the crowning moment” in an eventful 
year. 

“It was a very surreal moment for me in 
America on that championship stage and for 
what we had been through, it was just great 
for the team and Godolphin,” said Appleby. 

“It wasn’t a relief but a big ‘thank you’ 
to His Highness Sheikh Mohammed for 
basically giving me this opportunity to train 
these horses and it was one way of starting to 
repay him, basically by producing that sort 
of a winner. 

“People interviewed me at the Breeders’ 
Cup and said ‘did you ever expect to be 
here?’. And if people had asked me going 
into the winter of 2012-13 ‘what do you 
think about your job?’, I had the best job in 
the world and it just got even better. 

“It’s a great operation to work for and it’s 
been my life for 15 years now, so I know no 
different.” 

Outstrip was a decisive winner of the 


Group Two Champagne Stakes before 
running third to War Command in the 
Dewhurst Stakes at HQ. 

And if he were to follow up the win 
in Santa Anita on the Rowley Mile, he 
would become the first Newmarket-based 
Godolphin winner of the 2000 Guineas since 
Bin Suroor’s Island Sands in 1999. Dawn 
Approach carried their colours to victory in 
last year’s renewal, but was trained in Ireland 
by Jim Bolger. 

“He is being aimed toward the Guineas, as 
long as conditions suit,” said Appleby. “As 
documented last year, in the Dewhurst we 
just felt the soft ground and undulating track 
didn’t suit on that day. 

“But on a sound surface we’re happy to go 
there again. 

“He is a very good tempered horse, very 
easy to handle. He has been straightforward 
to train as a two-year-old and wintered very 
well so at the moment you can’t question the 
horse.”

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YOU would expect little else than 
Godolphin to enter the new Flat season 
with a strong hand. 

With the challengers split between 
the two yards, Outstrip will be 
expected to lead the fight for Charlie 
Appleby's Moulton Paddocks. 

But he has other candidates that may 
find themselves contesting a Classic. 

Sound Reflection, who is by Street 
Cry, won her first two starts before 
finishing sixth in the Fillies' Mile, and 
Will go to the Guineas Meeting, either 
to the QIPCO 1000 Guineas or the 
Pretty Polly Stakes, while Majeyda will 
probably go to one of the trials after 
winning two Listed races last year. 

Folk Melody caught the eye winning 
her only race to date, the poptelecom. 
co.uk Maiden Fillies' Stakes, on the July 
Course last July. 

And Appleby said: "She will be out 
early m the spring just to get a look at 
her, we might look at one of the trials, 
but she will be out around about the 
Craven Meeting time. 

"I wouldn't like to pitch her just 
there yet. She is entered in the 
Guineas, she has won her maiden 
nicely, but I'm a believer in letting 


them do the talking. 

"We will put her in a trial and we 
will see where we are after a trial, I 
don't want to say she will be a Guineas 
contender until we've got the trial out 
of the way, or a conditions or Listed 
race early in the spring." 

As for the colts, Sudden Wonder may 
head down the Derby route. 

"Sudden Wonder was an impressive 
winner at Newmarket in the autumn 
and is a horse that we're looking 
forward to for middle-distance races 
during the course of the summer," said 
Appleby. 

Of the older horses, Certify and 
Encke are back on the track. 

Certify won her first start in Dubai 
before being beaten in the Balanchine, 
although Appleby felt she was a bit in 
season. 

"She has come out of the race well 
and we're looking forward to running 
her during the course of the summer " 
he said. "We will probably aim her 
towards the Windsor Forest at Royal 
Ascot." 

And Encke, the 2012 St Leger winner, 
will be eased back in with the second 
half of the season in mind.

George Margarson 
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He's naturally upbeat, but George Margarson tells 


a ‘live’ contender in the Classic generation, 
with Lucky Kristale kicking up quite a 
storm in her juvenile campaign by winning 
the Group Two Duchess of Cambridge 
Stakes and the Group Two Lowther Stakes. 

But Margarson is not getting carried away 
by expectations, despite the progress of 
Lucky Story’s daughter since she won her 
maiden at Newmarket last May. 

“She didn’t show us until after her first 
run that she was as good as she was,” 
said Margarson. “Then you’re just hoping 
that she is a Listed-type animal and then 
after that she is slowly developing and 
improving. 

“Some horses don’t gallop like she did, 
they stay the same, which still isn’t a 
problem. I’d have been quite happy if she’d 
been a sort of 85/90-rated horse that was 
winning decent handicaps. 

“But she just kept progressing all the way 
along the line. She naturally did it, she’s 
not what I’d call a flash worker, so she is 
not a filly that does it every day.” 

Those days which are not to Lucky 
Kristale’s liking are when they come up 
heavy or soft, and if it were to do that on 
Guineas day then she would be held back 
for Royal Ascot - she wants genuine good, 
or good to firm. 

But the issue is whether Lucky Kristale 
will get the mile. 

“She trains like a horse that will get the 
trip, you can switch her on and off,” said 
Margarson. 

“The plus factor she will have is that she 


W HEN Walk of Life rings out around 
the yard, it does not feel there 
could be a more fitting song for 
the trainer who occupies Graham Lodge 
Stables. 

The Dire Straits song is not some strange 
motivational technique but the ringtone of 
George Margarson’s phone. 

It is a positive and upbeat track that fits 
in with the character of the handler, whose 
small string regularly produces big results. 

Take Young Mick for instance, the star 
of the 2006 Flat season when winning 10 
times including the Duke Of Edinburgh 
handicap at Royal Ascot, Shergar 
Cup Challenge and the Group Three 
Cumberland Lodge Stakes. Or Barathea 
Guest, who was third in the 2000 Guineas 
in 2000. Or Excellent Guest, who has 
won the Victoria Cup and been 
second in the Hunt Cup and 
Buckingham Palace Stakes 
at Royal Ascot and in 
the Bunbury Cup. 
And this year 
Margarson has 
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Mark Taylor he is not getting carried away by the hype surrounding Lucky Kristale in her Classic year 



will have enough pace to put her into the 
race to sit where she wants to sit. 

“And then all he (the jockey) has got to 
do is conserve her energy. When she meets 
the rising ground she tends to run so, in my 
opinion, that shouldn’t be a problem.” 


Margarson will send Lucky Kristale 
straight to the Guineas, and if the distance 
proves too far she will be prepared for the 
July Cup. 

But it is not all about one horse for the 
yard, with Margarson hinting that he could 


have a second Classic hope in 
Elusive Guest. 

He holds an entry 
for the QIPCO 2000 
Guineas, the 
Investec Derby 
and French 
Derby, but 
his path will 
become clearer 
this month. 

And 

Excellent 
Guest will get 
another crack 
at Royal Ascot. 

“We have a lot 
to look forward 
to and a well- 
balanced team,” 
said Margarson, who 
trains 20 horses. “A team 
of handicappers, Group 
horses, Listed horses and the 
two-year-olds that we don’t know about 
yet that are coming through. 

“We’ve got owners that will support me 
with decent animals and it pays off on the 
big day. And we’ve had some good years. 

“I’d be disappointed if we don’t have a 
good year, regardless of what Lucky Kristale 
does.” 

And as the conversation goes back to 
Lucky Kristale and the Guineas, it feels like 
that Walk of Life approach is back. 

“It’s not a matter of winning - that’s great 


- but to get placed in a Classic,” 
he said. “I’ve already done 
it before when Barathea 
Guest was third to 
King’s Best and 
Giant’s Causeway. 
“She would be 
on a par, and 
while ratings 
would suggest 
she can’t win 
it, pedigree 
would suggest 
she probably 
won’t get the 
trip, she doesn’t 
know what she’s 
rated and she 
doesn’t know what 
her mother and father 
did. 

“So I’m more keen that 
she’s a bit of a freak and 
she’ll get any trip.”

XCITING times could lie ahead at 
Kremlin House Stables this season. 

It is the start of the fourth year with 
the trainers’ licence for Roger Varian, who 
took over from the late Michael Jarvis. 

Each of the last three years has seen 
progression from the yard, which has 140 in 
the string, but it feels that 2014 could be a 
defining year. 

“We’ve been pleased over the last 
three years, each year has surpassed the 
previous year,” said Varian, who is quick to 
pay tribute to the platform his predecessor 
had left him. “But probably we’ve never 
really had a live three-year-old going for any 
of the Classics with a chance and hopefully 
that will change this year.” 

The leading hope is the gifted Kingston 
Hill, who grabbed the attention last autumn 
with three wins in five weeks, culminating 
with success in the Group One Racing Post 
Trophy at Doncaster, a race for which he was 
supplemented after his Autumn Stakes win. 

“We don’t know how good he could be 
because he won his three races relatively 
comfortably and he looked very good and 
there’s every reason to think he could take 
that form into this year,” said Varian. 

“I think it was five weeks between him 
winning his maiden and the Group Three 
and the Group One. It shows the horse has 
a good constitution, he takes his racing well, 
he conserves energy, he doesn’t waste energy. 

“He just came out from the Autumn Stakes 
with such good form. If horses could talk - 
and it makes our job harder that they can’t 
talk - but if they could talk he’d have been 
telling me ‘run me, run me’ because he was 
giving off all the signs that he was very well. 

“I proposed it to the owners and they were 
very supportive, and said as long as I was 
happy they were very happy to supplement. 

“He had to find probably another level 
on top of winning the Autumn Stakes and

he did. We will have to see how the form 
works out this year, but nevertheless it was 
a Group One and there were a few other 
horses in there with big reputations and he 
won real well. 

“So he just looks a good horse, an exciting 
horse.” 

The ideal trip is unclear for the son of 
Mastercraftsman, who is set to go straight 
to the QIPCO 2000 Guineas on the way to 
Epsom for the Derby. 

“If you went strictly by pedigree you 
would probably think a mile and a quar¬ 
ter would be his best trip, but we’ve got to 
look two furlongs either side of that,” said 
Varian. “I think one thing that this horse has 
got going for him is he’s got a tremendous 
attitude. I think he is very relaxed in his 
races, it would give him every chance to get 
the mile and a half when we ask him to do 
that. 

“But equally he is not a slow horse and 
he has got a good turn of foot. So you would 
have to be optimistic that he would have all 
the qualities for a Guineas as well.” 

Varian has described Kingston Hill as 
having sleepy speed, and that was in regards 
to his attitude. 

“He is a very laidback horse and he can 
be deceptive,” said Varian. “He doesn’t 
over race in his races, which is probably a 
good thing. He has that deceptive cruising 
speed because he’s not doing it hard on the 
bridle. He is doing everything in such a 
relaxed fashion, in a sleepy fashion, in 
sleepy speed.” 

But it is not just in the colts that Krem¬ 
lin Stables have a Classic chance, Princess 
Noor will carry the fillies’ hopes. 

The daughter of Holy Roman Emper- 
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goes from strength to strength 



or won the Group Three 
Princess Margaret Jud 
dmonte Stakes at Ascot 
before finishing second to 
Vorda in the Group One 
Cheveley Park Stakes, 
and that performance led 
jockey Johnny Murtagh 
to proclaim she would 
get the mile, despite her 
pedigree and style of 
running not guaranteeing 
she would get the trip. 

“She is very talented 
and we’ll be looking 
forward to getting her 


back on the track this year,” said 
Varian. “I think when someone of 
Johnny’s experience gets off and 
is quite positive about her stay¬ 
ing a mile having been second in 
a Group One and won a Group 
Three, she has every entitlement 
to go for a race like the Guineas. 

“But you are jumping up from 
her last race from six furlongs to 
a mile so there’s no guarantees 
but Johnny thought she would 
and we think she will. And if 
she doesn’t, she doesn’t, but we 
would certainly give her every 
chance to.”

ASTONISHING 

Sir Michael Stoute 

SIR Michael Stoute is peerless at extracting the 
best out of older fillies and Astonishing must 
rank as one to sweep to Group level after another 
winter in his care. The daughter of Galileo did 
not make her three-year-old bow until June and 
was brought slowly through the summer period 
by running in minor fillies’ handicaps. She was 
beaten in another of those at Newmarket in late 
September before returning to the Rowley Mile 
only a few days later to storm seven lengths clear 
in a Listed event. Still slightly under the radar, 
Astonishing could be very well known in a few 
months. 

BE READY 

Saeed bin Suroor, right 

IF looks were a guarantee of success. Be Ready 
would be a hall-of-famer. This son of New 
Approach has inherited the physique 
of his father and was the buzz- 
horse in the market when he 
made his debut in the Listed 
Washington Singer Stakes - a 
regular launchpad to greatness 
including for Lammtarra. He 
was beaten only by the far 
more experienced Somewhat 
and had clearly taken plenty 
from the outing as he went on 
to comfortably defeat Richard 
Hannon's well-regarded Barley Mow 
in a good event at Doncaster. Be Ready 
must surely develop into a major hope this season 
for the Godolphin stable. 

EASTERN IMPACT 
Richard Fahey 

THIS sprint-bred gelding could be viewed 
as a slightly left-field inclusion but his brief 
two-year-old form looks good as he followed 
an early Newcastle success with a close third 
to subsequent Group One player Rizeena in a 
Sandown Listed race at the end of May. Eastern 
Impact has emotional weight behind him, as he 
was owned by the late David Barker, a skilled 
tr ain er in his own right. Has reportedly been going 
well at the Fahey yard and can be placed to effect 
in handicaps and beyond. 

GALIWAY 
Andre Fabre 

VERY attractive and wonderfully-bred Galileo 
colt who was off the mark at the first attempt in 
an ordinary maiden at Saint-Cloud before his 
experienced trainer decided to pitch him into the 
Horris Hill on very testing ground at Newbury. 
Conditions did not look to be especially in his 
favour, as Galiway never seemed to get going until 
the final stages, by which time the ill-fated Piping 
Rock was comfortably clear. Could easily be a 
French Derby type, unless Fabre fancies another tilt 
at Epsom, and later on, yet another to be moulded 
through the summer months into a Prix de I'Arc de 
Triomphe contender. 

LIBERTARIAN 
Charlie Appleby 

STARTED his life with Karl Burke and caused a 
33-1 surprise in the Dante at York before running 
a blinder to finish second in the Derby. The New 
Approach colt had already caught the attention 
of Sheikh Mohammed’s Godolphin team, and 
he was transferred to their colours when a huge 
disappointment in the Irish version. Libertarian 
switched to Charlie Appleby and was given a 
break until the St Leger, where he stayed on 
with some promise for fourth. He looks the sort 
to do well for Godolphin and would be just as 
interesting a candidate for middle-distance prizes 
such as the Coronation Cup and King George. 
MOVIESTA 
Bryan Smart 

EUROPEAN sprinting badly needs a star to repel 
the invasion from Down Under and beyond, 
and Moviesta could be the answer. A swift 
improver through the handicaps, he made his first 
appearance at Group level a winning one when 
taking the King George Stakes at Goodwood. His 
only other outing is readily forgiven when last in 
the Nunthorpe, as he incurred a splint problem 
during the race and was roughed off. What 
makes his achievements most impressive is 
he was only three in 2013 - traditionally the 
hardest year for sprinters - and he could be 
the one to step forward in the top five and 



six-furlong events through the summer. 

OBLITERATOR 

Ger Lyons 

THIS half-brother to Irish 1000 Guineas 
winner Just The Judge has made just 
one appearance so far, but caught the 
attention of a few decent judges when 
striking in a mile event at the Curragh 
last September. While there is clearly 
speed in his pedigree, his capability 
over such a distance as a juvenile 
augurs well for the future. Looked quite 
inexperienced in County Kildare but is 
very well thought of by trainer Ger Lyons 
and is likely to be prepared with a Classic 
campaign in mind. 

RADIATOR 

Sir Michael Stoute 

WAS believed to be Sir 
Michael Stoute's best 
two-year-old last 
season and had 
apparently been 
impressing at 
home before 
a hold-up, 
ironically, with 
a temperature. 

Eventually she made 
a promising debut 
behind Amazing Maria at 
Goodwood before winning 
a Lingfield maiden by 15 lengths - 
the sign of a good horse whatever the 
opposition. Never quite seemed happy 
when upped in class for the Oh So Sharp 
Stakes and could be some way better 
than that. Closely-related to Banks Hill 
and Dansili, Radiator has the breeding and 
potential class to be a high Group performer 
herself. 



SECONDO 

Roger Charlton 

AFTER two promising juvenile starts, 
Secondo looked to have a good season 
ahead of him when winning his maiden 
at Salisbury in May but a tendency to 
pull restricted his progress up the 
handicapping 
— ladder. He 

showed much 
I) more encouragement when 
closing for second in a decent 
event at York in September 
before being put away. Secondo is 
a very powerful-looking gelded son 
of Sakhee’s Secret and it would be 
feasible to see him developing into 
a high-class sprint handicapper 
and beyond for Roger Charlton, 
an old hand with such 
horses. 

WAR COMMAND 

Aid an O’Brien 

A FAIRLY obvious choice but 
the whispers through the 
winter from the Ballydoyle 
camp have been that it will 
take a special one to beat this 
colt in the 2000 Guineas. Not 
the first choice when springing to 
prominence with a towering victory 
in the Coventry at Royal Ascot, War 
Command, left, brushed off his first 
defeat in an unsatisfactory Phoenix 
Stakes by carrying on his progress in 
the Futurity and the Dewhurst. In the 
latter, he consigned the subsequent 
Breeders' Cup Juvenile Turf hero 
Outstrip to third and this attractive 
son of the versatile and increasingly 
influential sire War Front could be 
anything this term.

I N the most tranquil of surroundings, hard 
work is going on in stables, lecture theatres 
and on tours at The National Stud. 

The operation has been in Newmarket for 
more than 50 years but was originally based 
in Tully, Ireland, having being set up there 
in 1916 when William Hall Walker, who later 
became Lord Wavertree gifted his land and 
bloodstock to the British government.

the only thoroughbred studwork appren¬ 
ticeship programme in the UK. In addi¬ 
tion, the Stud provides an evening lecture 
programme, with over 40 lectures and 
numerous industry specific short courses.” 

Taylor completed the diploma course 
herself 12 years ago, and is now one of many 
of the Stud’s graduates working full time in 
the breeding industry.

F OR a respite from the hurly burly of the 
track, why not pay a visit to the National 
Horseracing Museum to learn about the 
history of the sport of kings. 

Tucked away off Newmarket’s High Street, 
the museum offers a fascinating insight into 
racing’s illustrious past. 

The summer exhibition will focus on the 
Sporting Art of the Dukes of Grafton, a fas¬ 
cinating collection belonging to a sporting 
dynasty who have lived at Euston Hall near 
Thetford for the last 300 years. 

The current Duke and 
Duchess, who are descended from 
King Charles II, have loaned some 
of the finest works from their 
collection to The National 
Horseracing Museum while Euston 
Hall undergoes refurbishment. 

The exhibition, which began on 
March 29, illustrates the crucial 
role the family played in the de¬ 
velopment of breeding and racing 
during the 18th and 19th centuries. 

Musuem-goers can also find 
out about plans for the £15mil- 
lion National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art, 
which is expected to open in 2016. 

The major new visitor attraction 
will see the museum move from its present 
location in High Street to the historic Palace 
House site, and is expected to attract more 
than 40,000 visitors a year. 

It will also accommodate horses from the 
Retraining of Racehorses charity for the first 
time. 

Museum director Chris Garibaldi said: 
“Having broken ground in january it is so 
exciting to see the speed with which building 
is taking place. 

“To finally see the project starting to take 
shape is so encouraging. 

“In the meantime, there is plenty to see at 
the present museum which will remain open 
throughout 2014 and 2015. 

“We are particularly excited to be hosting 
the fabulous examples of sporting art from the 
collection of the Dukes of Grafton at Euston 
Hall. 

“It is an amazing selection of paintings 
relating to the early origins of the Grafton family 
and their connections with Newmarket and 
racing as well as a survey of early sporting art.” 

Visitors can also experience what its like to 
ride a winner at Newmarket on the racehorse 
simulator, sign up for a tour around the town 
or enjoy some homemade treats in the cafe’s 
walled garden. 

The National Horseracing Museum, in High 
Street, is open daily from 10am to 5pm or 4pm 
on Sunday.

A new dawn for 
New Astley Club 


B EHIND the glamour and 
the drama of race meetings, 
hundreds of staff members in 
Newmarket’s yards and stud farms 
work tirelessly to make the sport tick. 

These are the people supported by 
the New Astley Club, a community 
development charity based in Fred 
Archer Way which is racing forward 
with its plans for the future. 

Work began in January on a 
£550,000 facelift for the long-standing 
social club - soon to be rebranded as 
The Racing Centre - with a new gym 
and physiotherapy treatment centre 
under construction at its premises in 
Newmarket. 

Matt Mancini, community develop¬ 
ment director at the New Astley Club, 
said: “What we are aiming to do is move 
the club away from a sports and social 
club to be more of a community centre 
offering a wider range of services. 

“We are here to give people

something to do outside of working, 
and providing opportunities for people 
to improve their lives through training. 

“We try to provide people with op¬ 
portunities and services they need 
so they are able to deal with difficult 
situations.” 

There will be a new entrance and re¬ 
ception area to smarten up the site and 
the rest of the building will be rede¬ 
veloped to include a fitness and reha¬ 
bilitation centre with a physiotherapy 
treatment room, as well as dedicated 
equipment such as racehorse simula¬ 
tors to keep riders in shape. 

Mancini said: “The gym will be 
set up specifically to support the 
stud and stable staff so they can get 
focused treatment and make sure 
they are set up to do their jobs.” 


As well as the new facilities, the New 
Astley Club will continue to offer its 
popular sports sessions, snooker, and 
relaxed sports bar, with a new menu. 

Funding for the project has come 
from the internet giant Betfair as well 
as organisations such as the Racing 
Foundation, the Moller Trust and the 
Childwick Trust. 

The New Astley Club was also a key 
beneficiary from last year’s Newmar¬ 
ket Open Day, where the town allows 
visitors a rare glimpse at life in the 
racing world. 

The new centre will also include 
offices for the National Associa¬ 
tion of Stable Staff (NASS) as well as 
interview rooms for use by the 
charities Racing Welfare and the 
Injured Jockey’s Fund. 

The club is operating as normal but 
expects to open fully in the summer.

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Martin Harley 
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Harley’s 
broken 
but not 
beaten 

Jockey plots swift return 
from injury after horror fall 



HE’S AL-RIGHT: Martin

S ITTING at home with a neck brace on 
watching the racing on television is 
hardly how Martin Harley would have 
imagined the start of his first Flat season based 
in Newmarket. 

A horrific fall on the all-weather at 
Lingfield in March, which was fatal for 
his ride, Red Art, has left Harley with four 
fractured ribs and a fractured bone in his 
neck. 

But there is not a hint that the 24-year- 
old jockey feels sorry for himself, with the 
Irishman’s genial nature shining through 
as he remarks that he would rather be out 
for six weeks than the six months that he 
was sidelined earlier in his career when he 
suffered a broken back in a race in Clonmel. 
And that career is fast moving. 

He has gone from his home in Donegal 
to Jim Bolger’s yard in County Carlow; to 
Britain with Mick Channon in 2010; to an 
Irish 1000 Guineas win on Samitar and 
British champion apprentice title in 2011; 
and now to Newmarket, as retained rider at 
Marco Botti’s Prestige Place. 

“I never went to a racing school, I went 
from pony racing straight to Jim Bolger’s and 
spent four years there,” said Harley, who is 
one of racing’s rising stars. “It was a very good 
experience and a very good master to have. 

“I couldn’t recall any better experience 
than being at Mr Bolger’s, to be honest. 
From what he can tell you from being on the 
ground is different class. I think that was 
probably the making of me and then I came 
over and flew in England, really.” 

It was on the advice of his uncle Paul 
Harley, a former jockey and now a trainer 
in Germany, that he crossed the Irish Sea to 
progress his career. 

His uncle’s friendship with Kieren Fallon 
helped him land the role with Channon, and 
together the handler and jockey celebrated 
a first Classic success, with Samitar at the 
Curragh. 

Harley is so grateful for that stepping 
stone with Channon, but his move to HQ 
was borne through riding work for Both for 
a couple of years, and it was after one such

morning last year that the jockey was asked 
about a permanent link-up. 

“To be honest, I didn’t know if he was 
joking at the start or being serious. It was a 
massive shock to me,” said Harley. 

“I had a talk to him and basically it was 
a no-brainer to me. But I spoke to Mick 
(Channon) a few days later and said to the 
boss I was offered what I thought was a very 
good job in Newmarket. 

“Mick said listen, he has a massive 
amount of owners behind him, is a young¬ 
er trainer and horses running all over the 
world’, so said you’ve definitely got to grab it 
with both hands, definitely accept the offer. 

“In fairness to Mick, he gave me very 
good guidance and pointed me in the best 
position he could help me in.” 

Harley’s modest and upbeat character 
comes shining through when he says about 
the job offer: “At best I thought I might have 
got a good second job there one day. 

“I did think there was going to be a stable 
jockey there sooner rather than later because 
he has grown so fast. 

“He likes someone to be able to talk to him 
in the morning after you ride out, you can get 
on very well with Marco, like a best friend rela¬ 
tionship, it doesn’t really revolve around work. 

“In between times you can have a laugh, 
and when it comes to work, it’s work.” 

That workload could be high for Harley 
with the string numbering up to 160 horses 
and he is in line to be on most of those, bar 
the ones owned by Sheikh Joann and Qatar 
Racing, who use retained jockeys Frankie 
Dettori and Jamie Spencer respectively. 

But in a twist of fate, it was an injury to 
Dettori that handed Harley the ride on Al 
Thakhira and his first Group win for Botti in 
the Rockfel Stakes last October. 

First things first, however, and Harley’s 
sole focus is on recuperating, and he added: 
“It wouldn’t surprise me if you saw me back 
at the end of this month.”

“We are continuing to fundraise 
in order to ensure that the displays are as good 
as they possibly can be in terms of using the latest 
audio-visual technology to bring the excitement of 
racing to a new generation. We are indebted to the 
team at Jackson-Stops & Staff for their generous 
ongoing support and commitment to the Museum’s 
charitable work.”

D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

Youngs feels the time 
is right to step down 


COME the end of this season, the 
only involvement Tom Youngs plans 
to have with football is going to 
watch his beloved Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur. 

After 22 years of playing and, for 
the last three seasons, coaching, 
the 34-year-old is preparing to walk 
away from the game when he steps 
down as Mildenhall assistant. 

Youngs admits he always planned 
to call it quits around this age when 
he was still playing, although the de¬ 
mands of work and a desire to spend 
more time with his family have also 
contributed to his decision. 

And rather than having a hands- 
on role, he is looking forward to be¬ 
ing able to enjoy matches from the 
sidelines. 

“Being a supporter is how you get 
into football in the first place,” said 
Youngs. “Since I’ve been playing, I’ve 
only been to White Hart Lane twice 
in that time. 

“I always had 35 in my mind as 
when I’d retire when I was playing, 
and I’m that age this summer. It just 
seems like the right time.” 

Youngs is something of an acci¬ 
dental coach, having never origi¬ 
nally intended to move into that side 
the game once his playing days were 
over. 

Indeed, his intial chosen vocation 
for life after football was to move 
into the world of sports journalism, 
having completed a degree in that 
area. 


But having decided it was not for 
him, Youngs instead took a job in a 
junior accounts role with brewer 
Greene King and is currently taking 
exams to advance his career. 

It was only a phone call from 
Mildenhall boss Christian Appleford 
which led to him returning to Rec¬ 
reation Way from Norwich United 
as No 2, initially alongside playing 
before injury forced his retirement 
three years ago. 

“I hadn’t done any of my coach¬ 
ing badges when I was playing,” said 
Youngs. “I wasn’t interested in the 
coaching or management side be¬ 
cause there is not a lot of job security. 

“But Mildenhall are my boyhood 
club and Christian is a great coach. 

“He makes sure things are done 
the right way and he did his (UEFA) B 
and A (coaching) licenses off his own 
back. He’s very dedicated.” 

Youngs will be in the dugout for 
tomorrow’s trip to Felixstowe & 

Walton United, continuing to impart 
the knowledge he gained playing 
professionally with Cambridge 
United, Northampton Town and 
Leyton Orient. 

Then he will be looking forward to 
being able to spend Saturdays with 
his two daughters, aged one and 
four-and-a-half. 

“They’re the biggest factor in all 
of this,” said Youngs. “If either of my 
girls decided they like football then I 
might do a bit of coaching with them,
